Dear Mr. Clarke: 

With reference to your letter inquiry of December 16, 1997 concerning the road 
transfer and maintenance of that portion of Shallcross Road (MD Rte. 449) which was 
conveyed back to the SHA by Kent County, it is my opinion that the Deed is sufficient 
for both the conveyance of the underlying feet to the roadbed as well as a transfer of 
the maintenance responsibility back to the State Highway Administration. While it 
may be desirable to have a maintenance agreement between the County and State, 
our ownership of the underlying feet and our actual maintenance of the roadway is 
sufficient. Parenthetically, we are also liable for any injury that may be sustained due 
to improper maintenance, signage, etc.

Dear Mr. Campen: SERVICES DIVISION 

We need your assistance in solving a problem which has 
arisen in connection with the subject road transfer. 

Shallcross Wharf Road (MD Rte. 449) was transferred to Kent 
County by an agreement dated December 1, 1987.  Subsequently, a 
deed conveying the State Highway Administration's interest in the 
roadbed was recorded in the County Land Records. 

Since that time a portion of the road was deeded back to the 
S.H.A. for the purpose of having the road scarified and 
abandoned.  However, the road was never abandoned and is 
currently in use and being maintained by our forces. 

The question is do we need a retro-active road transfer 
agreement from the County giving the maintenance back to the 
S.H.A.  In other words is the deed a sufficient legal instrument 
for both conveyance of the underlying roadbed and transfer of the 
maintenance back to the State Highway Administration?  Please see 
the enclosed summary and location map depicting this situation. 

Any light that you could shed on this matter would be 
greatly appreciated.

/rOrtyhfitfi,* 1997, by and between the State Highway Administration of the 

Department of Transportation of Maryland, hereinafter referred to as the "Highway 

Administration", party of the first part, and Kent County, Maryland, hereinafter 

referred to as the "County", party of the second part. 

WHEREAS, under authority contained in Transportation Article Title 8-304 of 

the Annotated Code of Maryland, the State Highway Administration is empowered to 

agree to transfer title to, jurisdiction over, and responsibility for the maintenance of any 

State highway, or portion thereof, to the political subdivision of Maryland, and the 

political subdivisions of Maryland are empowered to agree to accept title to, jurisdiction 

over, and responsibility for the maintenance of said State highway, or portion thereof, 

from the Highway Administration. 

WHEREAS, the Highway Administration has agreed to transfer to the County 

the hereinafter described sections of road which heretofore where constructed by the 

State and the County has agreed to accept same as an integral part of the County's 

highway system. 

NOW, THEREFORE, THIS AGREEMENT WITNESSETH, that for an in 

consideration of One Dollar ($1.00) payable by each party unto the other, the receipt 

and adequacy of which is hereby acknowledged by the parties hereto, and in further 

consideration of the conditions hereby set forty, the parties hereto agree as follows: 





1 The Highway Administration does hereby transfer unto the County and the 

County does hereby accept from the Highway administration jurisdiction 

over and responsibility for the maintenance of the following described 

sections of State highway and mileage as part of the County's highway 

system, (hereinafter collectively referred to as "Roadways") as shown on 

Exhibit A attached hereto and incorporated herein: 

SHA to Kent County, Maryland: 

A,        US Route 301/MD Route 291 Interchange - 

Proposed Service Road - From Ramp A at US 

Route 301 to Chesterville - Millington Road, a 

total distance of 0.6 +/- miles. 

B US Route 301/MD Rote 291 interchange - Howard Johnson Road 

- From Ramp C at US Route 301 to Chesterville - Millington 

Road, a total distance of 0.6 +/- miles.

2. Conveyance of the Roadways is subject to the following conditions: 

A. The effective date of transfer of the Roadway to the County 

shall be upon completion of construction of the proposed service 

road and its acceptance by the County. 

B. The Roadways will be included in the County's inventory as of 

December 1st of the year referred to in item A above. 





C. The basis for the allocation of funds to the County will include 

the Roadways (i.e., the additonal 1.2 +/- mile beginning July 1 st 

of the year following the date as set forth in Item B above). 

D. The Highway Administration shall overlay the existing service 

road north of the interchange with a 2 inch bituminous concrete overlay 

prior to the County's acceptance of same. 

E. The transfer of the Roadways to the County is made on as "as-is 

basis, (except for the overlay as described in Item D above), 

including the existing right-of way, the existing conditions of the 

roadways and all appurtenances and bridges structures. 

F. The County hereby accepts jurisdiction over and responsibility for 

the maintenance of Roadways as of the effective date of transfer 

as set forth in Item A above. 

The Highway Administration will hereafter prepare a deed conveying the 

Roadways to the County subject to the approval of the board of Public 

Works of Maryland.

Oentlemens- 

Under dste of February 17 Mr. Townshend requested advioe as to whether 
maintenanoe of certain recently oompleted projects in Kent and Queen Anne's 
Counties should be oharped to these routes. They are known as the Millington- 
Chesterville Road in Kent County, the Moainnes Corner-Route 215 Road in Queen 
Anno's County, and the Inrleside-Roe Road in the seme oounty. 

Th« Millin^ton-Chaoterr-ills Road was dona by stare construction, the 
f^radinr and gravel surfaoinr having been completed and accepted in 1942.  The 
bituminous stabilisation was completed and accepted by the Commission on De- 
cember 5, 1946. At that time the Commission took action aooeptinr this road 
for maintenanoe as a part of the State system. 

The McOinnes Corner Road in Queen Anne's County, and the section be- 
tween this point and Route 213 was staUliced during the past year and accepted 
on or about the same date as the one previously referred to in Kent County. 
Prior to its completion, however, the Traffic Division, in their studies of the 
reooranendatlons for improverent in yueen Anne's County, stated that this road 
was elij^ible for acceptance into the State systsm upon completiou* It cor*- 
pletes the east and west route on the south side of the Chester River between 
Crumpton and Route 215, terminating just south of Chestertown, and is a desir- 
able addition to the State system.  It is rocoamended, therefore, that the 
Commission take action on its acceptance. 

The Ingleside-Roe Road, another bituminous stabilised Job in the oounty, 
has recently been accepted for maintenanoe. Howgvsr, the Traffic Division in 
their comments on the roads in Queen Anne's County, suggested that this road re- 
main a part of the oounty system, although it was stated that it was one of the 
primary roads in the county. A further study of the project would indicate that 
it quite properly should be made a part of the State road system upon the com- 
pletion of the remaining gaps in the highway between Hope and Ingleslde, and 
which is known as State Route 305. This arrangement is concurred in by the 
Traffic Division, and the reoomaendation is, therefore, made that it remsin in 
the county system until provisions are made for the completion of the route be- 
tween Hope and Ingleslde in its entirejry.

At the meeting held on Tuesday, February 27, 1945, the Gommission, by 
formal action, approved the three year program submitted by the Bounty Coomistjioners 
of Kent County for the construction of secondary County roads under the Federal High- 
way Act of 1944. On January 22, 1946, Chaiman R. M. Reindollar addressed a letter to 
Mr. Julian W. Burtt, President of the County Commissioners of Kent County, with refer- 
ence to the financing of the said program. The following is quoted from Mr. Reindollar's 
letter: 

"Your letter of December 13 indicates that with the revenues transferred 
from the maintenance account to the construction account, in the amount of $62,340.99 
as of July 1, 1945, plus the $19,698.84 estimated receipts in excess of contemplated 
expenditures in the maintenance account, which if transferred to the construction ac- 
count, . will give you a total of 4-82,039.83. 

This would mean that, in order to match in their entirety the Federal funds, 
you would have to raise an approximate $18,741.51 additional, which we do not think 
will accrue to the County thru increases in gasoline tax receipts over and above the 
amounts which will be necessary to be applied to your regular maintenance. 

In addition to this, there has been a commitnent made for the construction 
of the Andover Road, in the amount of -^ll,600.00, which must be satisfied from funds 
independent of those in the Federal secondary system, as this particular road is not 
in that system. 

It will therefore be necessary, if the County Commissioners decide to con- 
struct this road and carry thru this coinmitment, to raise an additional vll,600.00, 
which means that the County must raise $30,341.51 independent of their gasoline tax 
revenues, in order to satisfy the program contemplated and agreed upon. 

It is understood, of course, on the basis of the above-mentioned figures, 
and assuming that the contracts, when advertised, will come within the estimated 
amounts for construction, that there will be available an additional sum of approxi- 
mately ^13,000.00 which can be applied to some other project." 

A letter was received from the County Commissioners of Kent County, dated 
February 6, 1946 and addressed to Mr. R. M. Reindollar, Chairman, which is a reply to 
the above letter. For the purpose of record, the letter from the County Board is 
herewith set forth in full: 

to your letter of January 22, we hereby agree to pay aoproximately 
*19,000.00 additional in order to match the Federal funds for the construction of our 
program as recommended. We recommend or authorize you to deduct from our share of the 
lii  gasoline tax for the next two years, enough to make up this amount. By doing this 
we do not believe we will have any money to pay.

The Federal Highway Act of 1944 will make available $33,593.78 to 
Kent County for feeder road construction during each of the three consecutive years 
of the postwar period as defined by the Federal Law.  According to our Accounting 
Department, Kent County has at present available for matching Federal funds $50,740 
from the proceeds of the Lateral gas tax.  Based upon the assumption that the 
County will provide sufficient funds to match the Federal allocations on a 50-50

When minutes of S.R.G. accepting roads into the State or Gounty systems are 
sent you and they have not been inventoried, record of this should be made. 

The record of roads to be inventoried has not been at all satisfactory and 
has occasioned a great deal of duplication of work.  Recently you sent a 
list of roads to be inventoried in Queen Annes Gounty and we found several 
had been inventoried and forms 3ent to you, before you had listed the roads. 
This should not happen if your records are properly kept* 

Again in June you sent nrn a list containing five roads to be inventoried in 
Garrett Gounty.  Before I inventoried these roads on June 22nd I asked 
you if the list was complete and you replied it was.  However, on August 
25th you sent a second list for Garrett County containing one bridge and 
eleven roads,   I spent all day 0ct» 20th in Garrett Gounty and was able 
to get one bridge and four roads.   Some of these roads were in the areas 
where the inventory of June 22nd was made and if included in the list at 
that time they could have been covered without the necessity for a second 

trip.   Because of the climatic conditions and hoevy rains on 0ct» 20 and 21, 
I could not complete the second list which means a third trip,  Garrett Gounty 
is a long trip and when making a trip there we should have complete list of 
roads and bridges needed.    If tills were known on thej June trip another 
day at that season of the year would have made it/^ossiple to have gotten 
all the jjiformation needed*
